These youug fellows are all 
employed down town. Heavily 
handicapped by nature, they never- 
theless have found a chance to work 
for their living. They can't talk 
with the people about, them, and 
t h erefore, In their noon hour, they 
just form a little sidewalk club of 
their own, and talk gayly with one 
another with their fingers. The 
rest of the big world does not exist 
for them. Cartons passers smile, 
and sometimes stare. Hut the deaf 
and dumb follows talk on, in their 
queer aerial dialect, and pay no 
hood to Ihe gaping crowd. 

You can soe by their faces that 
they have something pleasant to 
talk about. Witticisms pass from 
one to another ; hut nothing un- 
ant, you may be sure, is said, 
for the smiles are always genial. 
Cut off from the world, fenced 
about with silence, denied all the 
music of life, these young fellows 
are happy. Not a groueli in the 
Whole assembly. The world looks 
good to them, though it has not a 

sound. 

By the Way, why does not some 
benevolent person start a down 
town elubroom for the deaf and 
dumb? Doubtless because no one 
thinks of Iho deaf and Ihe 
speechless. It comes easier to do 
things for the blind. Kverybody 
helps a blind man, because general- 
ly he is helpless in the drool.

to arrange the work on a sort 
average, with the result that il 
less than the best the class can 
and more than the poorest can do. 
Hut this work injustice both 
The forward pupils could do much 
more and bettor work if not held 
back, and the backward ones could 
do bolter at work specially adapted 
to them. The logical solution of 
the problem seems to be more care- 
ful grading, and to prevent pupils 
of too different mental ability from 
ng into the same class. 
The problem of forward and back- 
ward pupils is just as perplexing In 
our school for (lie deaf as it is in 
schools for the hearing. If is a pro- 
blem that deserves the de- 
tention and the most careful situ. 
There are alv era) pupils 

aolass who could do much mi 
advanced work if not held back lo 
[he average. These pupils are in- 
jured in two ways: They are i 
prived of knowledge that they could 
acquire under more favorable eon- 
(liitons, and the arc apt to acquire 
undesirable habits Of indolence in 
thought aud study, for the reason

ed upon to do docs not call forth 
their best efforts or take up all tl;

Why nice? It is needless to say 
the deaf will require something 
more than the inconsistent utter- 
ance of a Koshkonong Ozark, who 
affects such nmug carefulness re- 
garding the fundamentals of deaf 
education. 

Either Supt. Booth is right or he 
Is not. Thedeaf have the authority 
of Gov. Aldriob himself, tbat the 
Nebraska law does not contemplate 
the exclusive use of the oral system. 
So how is Supt Booth following the 
law, when he intends to turn the 
School into an Oral School ? 

Supt. Booth's intentions in this 
matter as expressed by Mr. Hunt 
are clearly unlawful, therefore, how 
is the fight against him all wrong? 
In truth aud in fact, Supt. Booth 
is the head and front of the Pure 
Oral interpretation of the fool law, 
and he arrogates to himself the 
power to install whatsoever system 
he pleases. The deaf everywhere 
should know there can he absolutely 
no community ot interests between 
such as he and themselves, aud it is 
worse than supine, it is suicidal to 
permit him to dictate the system of 
educating their brethren in Ne- 
braska. 

It also appears from what Mr. 
Hunt says that all the deaf, who 
have met Supt. Booth, like him, so 
that it is particularly embarrassing 
to the deaf that the administrators 
of the school are not avowed 
enemies, but are those whom they 
have clasped in the embrace of 
friendship and interchanged expres- 
sions of brotherhood and mutuality 
of interest and purpose. Well may 
they exclaim in the words of the 
inspired man of old : 

" It is not an open enemy tbat 
bath done me this dishonor, for then 
I could have borne it ; neither was it 
mine adversary that did magnify 
himself against me, for then, per 
adventure, I would have hid my- 
self from him. But it was even 
thou, my companion, my guide and 
my own familiar friend." 

The deaf should be warned 
against affiliating with false friends, 
and particularly against allowing 
themselves to be misled by seduc- 
tive tales of great benefits to come 
from oralists. 

Oralism is the incarnation of 
hypocrisy. It is the instrument by 
which political cliques have I 
eeeded in pulling the wool over the 
eyes of the public and legislatures 
with their pretended projects of 
philanthropy aud benefactions, 
which in reality covered their own

DINNER TO DR. E. M. OALLAUDET 
HV THE AMERICAN DELEGATES OP 
THE THIRD INTERNATIONAL CON 
QRESS OF THE DEAF IN PARIS. 

Among the numerous little inci 
dents, which punctuated the 
proceedings of the great meeting of 
the deaf from many parts of the 
world held in Paris last August, 
there was one to which the Ameri- 
cans, actual eye-witnesses, warmly 
took exception, and in that they 
saw the great educator and former 
head of Gallaudet College in 
Washington, D. C, begging for a 
ticket to the banquet for the even- 
ing of the same day and saying 
that he wonld-pay for it. He was 
brusquely referred by an officious 
character on the platform to some 
other one in a distant part of the 
great hall. Dr. Gallaudet humbly 
thanked him and betook himself 
away, laboriously looking for that 
pasteboard. 

When the evening came and the 
banquet was ready in the dining 
room of Continental Hotel, the ven- 
erable doctor was subjected again 
to ignominious treatment as no seats 
were provided for him and his 
daughter, Miss Catherine, the room 
being veritably packed with, pro- 
bably, over five hundred people. 
Here several of the Americans inter- 
vened in his behalf, and an inferior 
official and his lady were obliged to 
give up their seats to the distin- 
guished couple, who then sat at the 
head table. 

Mr. Frankenheim, who witnessed 
l»ofh of these disgraceful Incidents, 
conceived the idea of making 
amends by tendering a dinner to 
Dr. Gallaudet by tho Americans 
present at some other time, and 
had conferred with Dr. Fox during 
the progress of the dinner. The 
latter fully approved of the project. 
Mr. Simonson and M. Nuboer 
kindly volunteered their services in 
making arrangements for that end. 
The ladies' parlor at Begins Hotel 
was engaged for Saturday evening, 
the third of August, scarcely forty 
honrs later, but In which they 
moved with great alacrity, sending 
out invitations to the American 
delegates, securing guest cards, 
printing menu cards, ordering 
flowers and obtaining the glorious 
American colors to decorate the 
room, and all this was done in a 
strange and foriegn land! 

This coining affair was instantly 
noised among the foreign delegates, 
and several of them begged for seats 
at the banquet, as they were anxious 
to see the Americans "speechify" 
in those graceful and numerous 
signs for which they were famous. 
Their wish was granted. 

Punctually at eight o' clock, Dr. 
Gallaudet was escorted to the table, 
and there were nearly thirty guests 
present.

An Innocent Abroad. 



When is a hero not a hero? What 
is the difference between an 80 per 
cent hero and a hero of 100 per 
cent pure? To decide Ihese and 
many similar questions is the sole 
occupation of a select well paid 
group of men, who go up and down 
the land seeking whom they may 
reward for bravery, and deter- 
mine, when they have found them, 
just what percentage of heroism 
they have shown. 

These hero hunters are the agents 
of the Carnegie Hero Fund Com 
mission. Yearly they Investigate a 
thousand claims of heroism. It is 
their business to sift the evidence, 
for in the eyes of a hero hunter no 
■nan is a hero until lie is proved, no. 

How thoroughly he does his win- 
nowing maybe judged from the 
fact that out of 7,i!Kl claims hives- 
ligMadjouly 58o claimants — about I 
in 13 — have been adjudged suffi- 
ciently heroic to merit a reward. 
Of this number only Ml Were 
awarded the gold medal for simon- 
pure heroism. Nearly half of the 
583 received silver medals, and the 
rest bronze. With these medals, 
in many cases, went awards of 
money. 

By no means, however, is this 
distinction to be taken as casting 
any doubt upon the heroic qualities 
of the deeds rewarded. It simply 
means that those deeds that, were 
rewardedjby silver of bronze medals 
did not conform fully to the Hero 
Fund Commission's understanding 
of a fullfledged hero. For in at- 
tempting to reward heroism the 
commission had tirst to define hero- 
ism. 

According to the standards of the 
Carnegie Commission a hero is one 
who actually jeopardizes his life to 
save another, and does it regard less 
of the consequences to himself 

Many rescues are made that in 
volve little danger to the rescuer. 
Such a reseller la the eyes of the 
commission is not a hero. Some 
men attempt rescues in the face of 
what appears to be certain death. 
Such men are heroes. 

Bnl to be a hero a man must risk 

his life voluntarily. " Professional 
heroes" are barred from recognition, 

If a man does something heroic in 
the course of his duty be is not ac- 
cording to the Carnegie standard, a 
hero at all. Thus policemen, fire- 
men, life guards and others who are 
employed to safeguard life are never 
heroes if they save life when pursu- 
ing their regular vocation, but if 
one Of them save a life "on the side," 
as it were when it is not in the line 
of his duty, he may or may not be a 
hero. 

For instance, a Ii reman who res 
cues a person from a burning build- 
ing is never a hero no matter how 
brave he may have been. He has 
merely done his duty. Mut a lire- 
man who plunges overboard and 
aavea a drowning person may or may 
not be a hero. Ii depends upon 
the degree of danger encountered 
and the amount of risk incurred 
And it is to determine these fine 
points that the Hem Fund Commis- 
sion maintains its staff of hero hunt- 
era. 

Notices of heroic deeds pour inlo 
the com mission by the thousand. 
Sometimes disinterested spectators 
a Itneaa a brave deed, write about it ; 
more frequently friends Of the hero 
send ill the news, and sometimes, 
alas, the hero himself foi wards In- 
formation of his proweSS, Nows- 
paper editors, school teachers and 
clergymen are among the most, fro 
quenl Of the commission's infor- 
maiiLs. Seldom indeed dues any 

piece ol inavery go unreported, 

POT lows of such items the corn 
miltee depends upon the services of 
a newspaper clipping bureau, so 
that it is a rare occurrence when tile 
commission fails to learn of a dar- 
ing deed. Two classes of recommen 
diifiom are always looked upon wild 
suspicion j first, recommendations 
accompanied by aflldavits, which in 
dicate that the would -be-hero or his 
friends are trying to holster up a 
weak case, and, second, cases report 
ed by clergymen liecause clergymen 
are given to ovcrcst hunting coin- 
ageous acts. 

To i>v<<ry person wdio report* a 
case the commission sends a blank 
lo be tilled out and returned. This 
blank asks for minute details, 
names of witnesses, ole. Often 
these blanks are not returned, and 
thus many undeserving cases are at 
ODOe eliminated. In every case iii 
which I he blanks are retarded 
properly filled out the mailer is fol 
lowed up. Often many letters are 
written to make rare that Hie ease 
Ii Of sufficient importance to warrant, 
detailing an Investigator to It. 

When the clerical force at the I'itts- 

bnrg Office has thus silted the claims 
as far as possible the documents in 
the ease are turned over lo the in- 
vestigators, the hero hunters, 

These are ten In number. Their 
qualifications are peculiar. The 
hero bonier must be a good Inter 

viewei. lie in usl be a keen judge 

of people. Re must be comethlng 
of a detective. He must know how 

(0 get evidence anil to sift it. 
Above all, he must have good judg- 
ment,. He miiNi he young and 

tic. And since (be joh entails 
months of tiavel, unmarried men 
are preferred. Nowhere else 
there lo found men so well equipped 
for the task of hero hunting as on 
the staffs of large city ntwSpapi 
So it happens Hint every one of the 



Carnegie hero hunters is a news- 
paper graduate. 

Naturally enough nil come from 
Pittsburg newspapers. Hence, like 
the man who qualifies for the Presi- 
dency l>y studying law and moving 
to Ohio, the man who wants to be 
come a hero hunter must turn re- 
porter and get on a l'ittsbuig news- 
paper. The beginner, as a rule, 
receives $100 a month and all his 
traveling expenses. After he has 
acquired experience his salary is 
raised to $125 a month with ex- 
penses. Further ail varices depend 
Upon the man himself and quality 
of his work. 

Tho hero hunter is a rambling 
animal. He threads bis way back 
and forth, up aird down, often 
spending fully 11 months of the 
year in a constant search for heroes. 
The investigator starts from the 
Office of the Commission in i'itts- 
burg on a regular itinerary. But a 
trip that was to extend from April 
to June may last, till December. 
That is why an energetic unman ied 
man makes the best hero huirter. 

In his suit case the hero hunter 
carries all the documents collected 
by the commission about the cases 
he is to investigate. Upon reach- 
ing a town where he is to make an 
Investigation he registers at a hotel, 

keeping bia business secret. His 
flist step is to make a thorough 
study of the papers in the case in 
question. 

His next is to interview the person 
who reported the ease. Then the 
witnesses are examined, and lastly 
the principal isseeu. An experienc- 
ed Investigator quickly scents a case 
that amounts to nothing and he as 
quickly gels lo Ihe bottom of it and 
drops ft, But 00 a genuine case he 
spends anywhere from two to three 
days to as n any months. 

Having concluded his work, the 
investigator sends to the commission 
a detailed report Illustrated with 
photographs, for a portable type- 
writer and a camera are a pint of 
the outfit of every hero hunter. 
In his report be must, tell the name, 
age, address and occupation of the 
rescuer, together with similar facts 
as to the person rescued He must 
state the time, place and circum- 
stance of the rescue, even to wee- 
ther conditions, and in case of a 
rescue from crowning tho stage of 
the tide. 

He must give a description of the 
accident, together with statements 
from the rescuer, the rescued and 
the witnesses. He must also state 
the reputation of the witness for 
voracity. F.specially must be learn 
and state fully the financial condi- 
tion of the rescuer, his aims and 
ambitions and the conditions of 
his family. These latter facts are 
necessary because it la the purpose 
of the commission to help heroes 
along in life or to give financial as- 
sistance U> those who were depend- 
ed upon a hero that may literally 
have given his life lot another, for 
not all the heroes rewarded are liv- 
ing heroes. Harper's Weekly.

J. 11. Dodds was struck and 
instantly killed about 4 :30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon at Sloeum 
stop, south of Fort Miller, on the 
Hudson Valley Railroad. The man 
was struck by express car 615 iu 
Charge of motorman Browned and 
Conductor Kelly, both of Glens 
Falls. The accident occurred about 
100 feet south of the stop ou an 
open stielch of road and one over 
which the molormen are in the 
habit of running their cars at a 
rapid rale. 

The oai was north bound and 
running rapidly when the motorman 
saw a man walking briskly along 
the track a considerable distance 
ahead. The man was walking in 
the same direction that Hiecar was 
running. The motorman continued 
sounding the whistle, but did not 
slow down, thinking that he would 
step aside before the Ml reached 
him. No attention was paid the sig- 
nals and when a short distance 
of the man, the motorman applied 
the brakes and icversed the motor, 
but it was too l.tte to bring the car 
to a dead stop and avoid striking 
him, without any effort at escape on 
his pm-i. lie was struck and in- 
stantly killed. The crew of the ear 
picked the body up and placed it at 
the side of the road. The officials 
of the road were telephoned, and 
Coroner Dr. II. B. Mellick of Fort 
Edward arrived al 8 o'clock to ie- 
niove the body to Fort F.dwaid. 

An examination by the coroner 
revealed several time tables, a few 
papers, but. no money. 

A description of the dead man 
WM given as follows: Of light 
complexion, sandy hair, bine e\ 
height , r > feet (i inches; weight, ISO 
pounds; age, about \M years. He 
was fail ly well dressed, wearing a 
blue coat and light Ironseis, awhile 
collar, maroon tie, and gray cap. 

The coroner's inquest showed 
that the left leg was severed at, the 
hip and the right leg just below the 
knee. The skull was fractured and 
the body was badly mangled

Resolved, That the N. E. G. A. 
in convention assembled reiterates 
and sustains its belief that the Com- 
bined Method of signs, writing and 
spelling, is the natural and logical 
language of the deaf, and is far 
superior to the pure oral method of 
speech and speech reading. 

Whrreas, The deaf of our 
country are property owners, tax 
payers, law abiding and upright 
citizens, and are eligible to hold 
office under the Civil Service in the 
various departments of the Govern- 
ment, as scores of deaf men have 
been in the employ for years with 
credit to the Government and them- 
selves ; and, 

Whereas, The 
Commission has 
against and shown 
the deaf on account 
tion, even though deaf applicants 
have stood highest in the examina- 
tion of the Civil Service ; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That we resent and 
protest against this unjust discrimi- 
nation and indifference, not alone on 
the part of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, but by the heads of the 
Government also. 

Whereas, Certain persons of 
vicious and lazy habits, and a low 
order of morality, a great many of 
whom are the advance guard of a 
gang of burglars, using their sup- 
posed and ingenious disability to
